NEW HAVEN, July 10.—Safety in­ 


struction in the public schools which 


teaches children to avoid accidents 
in street traffic is as necessary a part 
of educatfbn as the three “R’s” in this 
day of com ohx civilization, Dr. E. 
George Payne, professor of education 
at New York University, told the con­ 
vention of school superintendents and 
principals of Connecticut in v ssion at 
Yale University today. 
Eigthy thousand men, women and 
children met death by accident in the 
United States during the last year, the I 
speaker said. 
Of this number 49,000, 
a life every 10 m inutes, m ight have 
been saved by the general application 
of safety instruction in schools. "The 
reason for this needless sacrifice is 
that the development of modern civili­ 
zation has been so rápid our intelli­ 
gence has not kept up with it. 
"Installation of safely instruction 
would require but 
inconsequential 
changes in present public school cur- 
rieulums,” Dr. Payne decal red. 
“The j 
method simply assumes 
th at/ the 
teacher utilize accident situations to 
give purpose to the school work. 
In 
w riting exercises, instead of writing 
the fam ihar "Now is the time for all 
good mea to come to the aid of the 
party’ we can write ‘In crossing the 
streets look first to the left and then 
to th e ri^ht.’ 
“Instead of drawing sunsets and 
shady foies^s, something within the 
experience of the child should be cho­ 
sen, such a s the right way and the 
wong way of getting on
